Staged from Stadium 



Saturday again saw considerable activ- 
ity by the McGill Ski and Suowshoc 
Club, and different members of the club 
took part in two very interesting evens. 

On the invitation of the Carnival Com- 
mittee the Club was represented by two 
jumpers at the Gorham Winter Carnival. 
The competition in this meet was keen 
and representatives were there front sev- 
eral American colleges, as well as from 
the Berlin, N.H., and Gorham Ski rluhs. 

The weather was ideal for the contest, 
satisfying both spectators and competi- 
tors, it being mild enough to be thorough- 
ly enjoyed by the onlookers and also suf- 
ficiently cold to make he chute fast for 
jumping. A large crowd witnessed the 
contest and they were all in a true carni- 
val spirit, enjoying to the fullest extent 
all the slight mishaps which occurred to 
tin? jumpers and also applauding the ef- 
forts of each successful jumper. As in 
the past, McGill was to the fore and 
A. L. Gravel succeeded in making a 
jump of 1LM feet, thus giving him scconi 
place to G. Michelson, of N ; c\v Hatnp 
shire State Colege, whose greatest dis 
tance was 105 feet. The great super- 
iority of these first two men to the re- 
maining competitors is evinced by the 
fact that Gravel cleared a distance 28 
ft. farther than the third man.

The play was actually much closer 
than the score would indicate, and the 
only place where the M.A.A.A. tdam 
showed superiority was its combination 
and the work of its goal-lender.

Toronto Conference Subject 
of Several Students 



Yesterday morning Erskinc Presbyter- 
ian Church people were privileged to hear 
three students give tlioir impressions of 
the recent Canadian Student Conference 
in Toronto. The three were Miss Wei- 
bcl, a graduate, and Avison and Mac- 
Vicar, of the Presbyterian College, who 
all brought a message that was very 
inspiring. Dr. Hanson, pastor of the 
Church, introduced the speakers to the 
congregation. 

• Avison, president of the McGill 
S.C.A., who was the first speaker, ra- 
pidly described the origin of the Cana- 
dian S.C.M. and the World Student 
Christian Federation. He then went 
on to say that the students were looking 
to the rest of the Canadian young people 
for co-operation in this great movement. 
* lie concluded by telling of the many dif- 
ferent races, colours and creeds that had 
met as copiais in Toronto, and of the 
sympathetic spirit that had been present 
throughout the conference. 

Miss Wcibel, in opening, stated that 
the women at the conference had beep 
given the same attentive hearing as the 
men and tint their opinions had not been 
overlooked u'n the discussions. The ad- 
dress of Principal Oliver, of the West, 
v on the problem of the new Canadians 
had been a challenge for student en- 
ergies, she said. 

MacVicar, the lasl of the three speak- 
ers, assured the congregation that (he 
spiritual element had not been forgot- 
ten at the conference. Owing to the 
cosmopolitan nature of the gathering, 
the regular sessions did not include any 
religious devotions, although he felt 
that an unseen Spirit was present in all 
the debates; but every morning ail ten 
o'clock and in the evening at nine-thirty 
intercessory services were held in the 
chapel, which gave inspiration to all the 
Christian delegates. There was also 
a special watchnight service on New 
Year's eve, and in the last minutes of 
the dying year, everyone present was 
moved to consecrate his life afresh to 
■the Great Master. He told of how, to- 
wards the aid of the conference, the 
discussions had rather lagged, and a 
spirit of restlessness at not having found 
a settlement for the pressing problems 
was present. • However, the solution for 
these difficulties was not material, but 
•piritual, and the great body of students 
realized the truth of the words, "If any 
man would come after Me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross, and follow 
Mc."

However, last years team was a plucky 
one and had showed no signs of yield- 
ing. 

The team was simply outclassed.; it 
lacked speed and skill. It seemed to 
him as if the play was dcplorablylacking 
in variety, the players did nothing but 
buck the line. He thought the team 
must have known that such tactics would 
not win against Toronto or Queen's . 1 1 
■appeared as if McGiM's chief idea was 
to bring out Hie good points in the To- 
ronto team, he said. 

"I never saw prettier football than 
that played by Toronto. Queen's had 
a wonderful team with magnificent jVliay- 
ers." • 

The McGill Canadian Club was doing 
useful work amonf the students. Mril- 
•lant speakers such as Sir Robert Bor- 
den, Mr. Tom Moore and Lord Byug 
had addressed it during the year. . Its 
proceedings were carried on entirely by 
'.he students. 

At least three, new buildings were bad- 
ly needed at McGill, a Convocation Hall, 
dormitory building and gymnasium.

ago. The two buildings already built 
out of thé money raised were among the 
finest university buildings in America, he 
believed. He had high hopes that the 
remaining money would be used for the 
gymnasium and dormitory although the 
•Vrts Building was badly in need of re- 
pairs. 

The spirit of the McGill students was 
notably good. His wide experience told 
him that no college in Canada had a 
filler spirit among its students. 

McGill possessed something 
among Canadian universities 
from all sorts of "cant," and practically 
self government among the students. 

"McGill is the finest educational in- 
stitution in Canada as far as f know. 
The spirit you knew of is still th cre 
and it is wholly different from that in 
most universities. It is 
me to sec that the shadow of Old J 
Gill shall never grow Je SS ," was 
emphatic statement of the speaker. 

McGill was developing one of 
greatest schools of rench on the contin 
ent. That was an achievement of the 
past year. No other university had 
the environment.

This week is veritably "Forestry 
Week" in Montreal. The Canadian 
Forestry Association, the Quebec F"orest

holding their annual meetings here. To- 
morrow Dr. Stephen I.cacock will ad- 
dress the Quebec Forest Protective As- 
sociation on the ever timely subject "Our 
Forest : From the Public's Point of 
View." Dr. Lcacock will be the prin- 
cipal guest of honour at the annual din- 
ner of the Canadian Pulp and Paper 
Association on Friday evening. 

A deeper knowledge and appreciation 
of Canada's greatest asset, the forest, is 
essential if the Dominion's trees arc to 
he preserved and increased so that they 
may be a heritage forever. It is hoped 
that many professors and students will 
take advantage of this opportunity this 
afternoon in the study of the sciences, 
and more still to those in training for 
forestry career.
